Description of Advance 
PETROGRAD, July  2,—Russian 


troops haye captured Koniuchy, on 
the Galacian front, together with 
164 officers and 8.400 men, the war 


office announced today. 

The Russian announcement says 
that the Russians have adyanced to 
the Koniuchy stream and also have 
captured seven heavy guns. Teuton 
prisoners continue to be brought in. 

The number of prisoners taken in 


the various sectors on Sunday is 
more than 10,000. Southwest of 
Brzezany the Russians occupied 
strongly fortified positions of the 
enemy. 

The statement says that some of 


the Russian detachments suffered se- 
vere losses, especially in officers. 
Enemy Knew of Attack 

The official announcement read as 
follows: 

“Western (Russian) front: In the 
direction of Kovel (Volhynia) in the 
region of MRudkasitovichskaya our 
scouts, under command of four offi- 
cers, after destroying the wire en- 
tanglements by mines, penetrated the 
enemy's trenches, killed some of their 
occupants and captured a number of 
prisoners. According to the testl- 
mony of prisoners, the Austrians knew 
of our attack from two deserters, Se- 
nior Non-Commissioned Officer Kar- 
sokin and Private Kolotuinoy., An In- 
vestigation is being made by the au- 
thorities of the governments to which 
the soldiers named belonged, 

“In the direction of Zlochoff, after 
two days’ artillery preparation, our 
troops attacked the Austro-German 
positions on the Koniuchy-Byshki 
front. After a severe engagement they 
occupied three lines of trenches and 
the fortified village of Koniuchy and 
advanced to the Koniuchy stream to 
the south of the village of the same 


name, 
Over 8,000 Prisoners 


“As a result of the engagement on 
Sunday 164 officers and 8,400 soldiers 
have been counted so far as prisoners. 
We took also seven guns and seven 
machine guns. Prisoners continue to

“Southwest of Brzezany, after ar- 
tilery preparation, our troops § at- 
tacked the strongly fortified positions 
of the enendy and after stubborn 
fighting occupied them at places. 
Germans and Turks nade counter at- 
tacks and formidable positions chang- 
ed hands constantly. 

“On Sunday we captured on this 
front nine officers and 1700 Germans 
Austrians and Turns. Some of our 
detachments sustained severe losses, 
especially of officers, 

“Altogether on Sunday we _ took 
173 officers and more than 10,000 
soldiers. We also captured seven 
guns and seven machine. guns.” 

London Chered 

LONDON, July 2.—The resumption 
of the Russian offensive, with the 
capture of the town of Koniuchy, and 
more than 10,000 prisoners, is the 
most cheerful news the British have 
had for some weeks. References in 
recent German official communica- 
tions to the activity of the Russians 
had given hope that something really 
serious was about to occur, but the 
eagle was hardly prepared for such 
mmediate and successful results, as it 
was thought it would take a few days 
for the artillery to destroy the Austro- 
Germéfin defenses which were under 
construction for so many months. 

The scen@ of the Russian success, 
between the Stripa and Zilota Lipa 
rivers, was the battleground of much 
heavy fighting after General Brusll- 
off's offensive of a year ago, Koni- 
uchy being on the latter river. 

This, like the other demonstrations, 
is in the direction of Lemberg, the 
capture of which would be of the 
greatest strategic and political im-

Hard hting at Lens 


LONDON, July 2.—As the result of 
hard fighting west of Lens yesterday 
and today our advanced posts have 
been driven back a short distance,” 
gays the official report from British 


headquarters in France, issued _ to- 
night. There is nothing further to 
report except artillery activity by 


both sides at numerous points along 
the front.” 
Kerensky at Front. 

PETROGRAD, July 2.—The  bril- 
Nant Russian advance, the news of 
which had sent a wave of rejoicing 
through the entire country, was led 
by War Minister Kerensky in person. 

For the last four days the war min- 
ister has been continuously at the 
front, spending every effort to urge 


the troops to advance. He finally rode 
to the front line trenches and placing 
himself at the head of the troops, 
gave the order to advance. 

The spectacle of the popular war 
minister on the firing line accomplish- 
ed what oratory had failed to do, 
and the Russian line swept forward 
into the German trenches. 

LONDON, July 2.—""We made a 
successful raid Jast night. east of 
Hargicoywteand’ captured -caven pris- 
oners,” said today’s official announce- 
ment. “A number of Germans were 
killed, East of Loos a raiding party 
of the enemy reached our trenches, 
but was driven out quickly.” 

Weather Bad. 

LONDON, July 2.—The Times cor- 
respondent at British headquarters in 
France, telegraphing Sunday, report- 
ed that the weather had been very 
bad during the previous forty-eight 
hours, ‘A heavy rain fell without ces- 
sation and on Sunday the air was very 
thick. The conditions precluded ob- 
servation and made movement diffi- 
cult, necessarily hampering the oper- 
ations, the correspondent said, “but 
we continue to make a methodical ad- 
vance south and southwest of Lens. 
We now have worked our way almost 
through Avion. There are flooded 
areas everywhere south of the river.” 

Unsuccessful Attacks, 

ROME, July 2.—Austrian troops 
last night made unsuccessful assaults 
against the Italian positions between 
Lake Garda and the Ledro Valley, in 
the southwestern Trentino, according 
to the official statement issued by the 
war office today. The statement 
reads: 

“During the night the enemy was 
particularly active between Lake Gar- 
da and the Ledro Valley. After vio- 
lent artillery preparation, an enemy 
detachment numbering not less than 
two companies attacked the line of 
our outposts between San Giovani 
and Biacesa (south of Riva), but were 
stopped and driven back with consid- 
erable loss. At the same time other 
hostile parties attacked our outposts 
in the same sector north of Malga 
Giumella and northeast of Mezzolago, 
Out they were stopped by the vigilance 
of our troops before reaching our 
lines. 

Artillery Active, 

“The artillery struggle continued 
active yesterday in the area between 
Lake Garda and the Adige. 

“At several other. points on the 
front, and particularly the head of the 
Zebach and in the neighborhood of 
San Lucia Tolmino, we repeatedly 
and successfully shelled enemy troops 
assembled and in movement. 

"On the Mrali, a big enemy mine 
was exploded without altering our po’ 
sition and causing only slight damage. 

“Albania: <A well executed attack 
by one of our armed Albanian bands 
on June 30 destroyed a small enemy 
post near Panaret, on the upper Osum 
River. Some Austrian regulars were 
captured and the attack caused great 
alarm within the enemy lines.” 

French Eject Huns, 

PARIS, July 2.—The French last 
night made a counter-attack and 
ejected the Germans from trenches 
captured by them in the offensive last 
week on the Aisne front along the 
Ailles-Paissy Road, the war office an- 
nounces, 

The statement follows: 

*“Bouth of St. Quentin we repulsed 
an enemy attack on small posts near 
Geuchy. 

“In the, sector between Cerny and 
A‘lles particularly heavy artillery 
fighting continued. Late in the day 
our troops made a counter attack on 
both aides of the Ailles-Paissy Road, 
This action, conducted in a spirited 
manner, enabled us to eject the Ger- 
mang from the ‘line of trenches which 
they had occupied, The reconquered 
ground was covered with bodies, bear- 
ing witness to the importance of the 
losses suffered by the enemy in his of- 
fensive. 

“Violent artillery fighting occurred 
along the road between Laon and 
Reims, In the Woevre a strong Ger- 
man reconnoitring party which at- 
tempted to approach our lines near 
Flirey was dispersed by our fire.” 

Guns Busy at Cerny. 

PARIS, July 2.—The cfficial state- 
ment issued by the war office tonight 
reads; 

“During the day both  artilleries 
maintained very great activity in the 
sectors to the west and east of Cerny.

75 LIVES LOST 
IN RACE RIOTS 
EAST ST. LOUIS 


Torch Applied To Four Negro 
Settlements—Property Valued 
-At $3,000,000. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

NEW YORK, July 2.—In race riots 
which occurred in East St. Louis, IIL, 
today the death Hst may reach 75, 
according to the latest estimates, and 
the property loss, it is belleved, will 
reach $8,000,000, The torch has 
been applied to four negro _ settle- 
ments in the city, and the glare of the 
flames illuminates the city and sur- 
rounding districts, 

The rioting .o a recrudesence of race 
troubles that occurred a month ago, 
following the importation of large 
numbers of negro laborers from the 


south to work in the East St. Louis 
packing houses, 
Tonight's rioting began after a 


white man had been shot by a band 
of negroes. A mob which quickly ga- 
thered applied the torch to rows of 
negro dwellings, the flames quickly 
“preading to the edge of the business 
district of the city. Attacks of ne- 
roes quickly followed and fatalities 
began rapidly to multiply. At 11 
o'clock States Attorney Schaumloeffel 
estimated that the dead negroes 
would number 250, but reliable re- 
ports reaching the Associated Prem 
just after midnight seenfed to indi- 
cate that the number of dead up to 
that hour would not exceed seventy- 
five, 


LAST ST. LOUIS, Ills., July 
Two negroes were taken from a street 
car here this afternoon, shot ond 
killed, and @ white man ,standing in 
front of his store, Wag killed by a 
stray bullet. 

The turbulence of the mobs increas- 
ed curing the afternoon. Rioters took 
the rifles away from sixteen National 
Guardsmen, White women and white 
girls are participating in the violence.

RESTORATION 
MIGHT MEAN 
CIVIL WAR 


Fears Regarding The Bringing 
Back Of Manchu Dynasty 
In China. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The_ res- 
toration of the Manchu dynasty in 
China has been demanded of Presi- 
dent Li by General Chang Hsun and 
other military leaders, according to 
state department advices from Minis- 
ter Reinsch today. Civil war in China 
is feared if the milltarists have the 
power behind them that they seem to 
have. 

LONDON, July 2,—Reuter’s Pekin 
correspondent, telegraphing regard- 
ing the movement to restore the mon- 
archy, with the Manchu, Hsuan Tung, 
as emperor, says that while {t was 
known the restoration enterprise was 
afoot it will be a coup d'etat that will 
not be attempted immediately. 


“The suddenness of this event 
caused a sensation in Pekin," he 
adds. “The first indication of the 


importance of the affair in progress 
was the increased number of troops 
in the streets and the placing of 
strong guards, mainly of General 
Chang Hsun, at the telegraph and 
post offices, 

“The movement, the object of 
which is to establish a constitutional 
monarchy, is apparently supported by 
the entire military forces in Pekin 
and a majority of the northern gov- 
ernors,” 


INTERNED SHIPS TO BE USED 


WASHINGTON, D.C., June 30— 
Eighty-seven of the German ships 
seized in American ports at the out- 
break of the war were turned over by 
President Wilson. to the shipping 
board today for operation. The other 
fourteen already are in possession of 
the navy department, 


KERENSKY'S MESSAGE 

PETROGRAD, July 
Kerensky, minister of war, tele- 
graphed Premier Lvoff today 
that the Russian revolutionary 
army resumed the offensive on 
July 1. 

In his message to the premier 
the war minister says: 

“On July f the army of revo- 
lutionary Russia tools the offen- 
sive with great enthusiasm. The 
offensive proved to Russia and 
*the entire world its fidelity to 
the revolution and its love for 
liberty and its country, Ignor- 
ing the small groups of coward- 
ly souls, the free Russian sol- 
diers are consolidating by their 
offensive a new discipline based 
on the sentiment of civie duty. 

“Whatever may happen, this 
puts an end to all slanderous at- 
tacks against the democratic 
Russian army. I beg of you to 
authorize me to hand to the 
regiments which participated in 
the fighting on July 1 red re- 
volutionary flags and give to 
} them the name ‘Regiments July 
First.’"’

PETROGRAD, July 2%.—The 
commander of the armies on the 
western (Russian) front has is- 
sued an order of the day read- 
ing:

Historic Ceremony At Ottawa As 
Memorial To Confederation 
Fathers. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 2.—-Half a century 
of progress, growth and development 
under the aegis of Canadian confeder- 
ation was commemorated with simple 
but appropriate ceremony on Parlia- 
ment Hill today. Simultaneously, and 
as a befitting accompaniment of the 
historic occasion, the new and stately 
pile of the parliament buildings, in 
course of construction, was formally 
dedicated as a” memorial to the con 
federation fathers and to the valor of 
Canadians at the front. 

The specially-constructed dais and 
the building was festooned gaily 
with British, French, American and 
other allied flags, There were speech- 
es by the Duke of Devonshire, Sir 
Robert Borden and Sir Wilfrid Lauri- 
er, patriotic choruses by a massed 
cheir, with band accompaniment, and 
a r@ilitary march past. 

When the Duke of Deponshire con- 
cluded his speech he touched a button 
and a Union Jack rose, uncovering the 
memorial tablet of the occasion in 
what is to be the Hall of Fame. 

His Excellency, who arrived 
promptly at noon, was received with 
military honors. The band played 
the National Anthem and the chorus 
sang “Rule Britannia,” 

The following is the inscription ex- 
ecuted on the pillar, in English on one 
side and in French on the other: 

“July, 1917. On the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the confederation of British 
colonies in North America as the Do- 
minion of Canada, the parliament and 
people dedicate this building, in pro- 
cess of reconstruction after damage by 
fire, as a memorial of the deeds of 
their forefathers and other valor of 
those Canadians who, in the great 
war, fought for the liberties of Can- 
ada, of the empire and of humanity,”

OFFENSIVE} 


Government In Need Of Some 
Successes To Offset British 
Victories. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 2.—(Via  Reuter's 
Ottawa Agency)—Telegraphing today 
from Wrench headquarters, Reuter's 
correspondent says that the sudden 
return of the enemy to the offensive 
on the Chemin-des-Dames and on the 
left bank of the Meuse is probably tu 
be explained by the German govern- 
ment’s need of victories, or rather lo- 
cal successes, which can be magnified 
into victorius to offset the substantial 
gains of the Anglo-French offensives, 
At the moment when, the’ inspired 
press in the Fatherland is trying to 
explain away the latest British suc- 
cesses in Flanders, and knowing that 
more must come requiring further ex- 
planation, and also knowing the fact 
that the vanguard of the American 
army is already on French soil—com- 
prehension of these things fs spread- 
ing among the German army and the 
people—the high command feels that 
something must be done’ to counter- 
balance the effect of all this, In any 
event, there is not yet any indication 
that behind the sudden resumption of 
activity Hes any more serious inten- 
tion, 

Both in Le Mort Homme and the 
Cerny sector, the enemy, in the event 
of success, stands to win important 
lecal advantages, notably in the lat- 
ter, where he would regain at least a 
vortion of the observatory line on the 
Chemin-des-Dames crest, to retain 
which he fought so hard. 

By the operations of yesterday and 
today the enemy regained a very in- 
secure footing on the crest about a 
mile west of the Dragon's Den, from 
which he was expelled last Monday. 

The small gains the enemy hitherto 
secured were obtained by means 
which either side can employ at will, 
and which, of course, result in tem- 
porary advantage to the side which 
secures them, 

It js a case of heavy concentration 
of artillery against a narrow frout, 
followed by an infantry attack. The 
\elue of such acquisitions Hes in the 
power to retain them solely, and the 
oneray has not yet been shown to 
possess this Lower. Hitherto he has 
been obdle merely to annex narrow 
belts of front without depth,

CLEARING OUT 
ADHERENTS OF 
OLD REGIME 


Venizelos Ministry Purging The 
Public Service Of Sympa- 
thisers With Germans. 


ATHENS, July 1, via London, July 
2.—The first day of the Venizelos min- 
istry was occupied with the painful 
but necessary duty of purging the pub- 
lic service of those who were adher- 
ents of the Germanophile regime. A 
number of prefects wer removed, four 
admirals retired, and ten officials of 
the foreign office were informed by 
the politic new foreign officer that he 
would prefer not finding thém there. 

Notable was the action taken 
against the Holy Synod, which was 
told that, pending the decision of the 
government concerning the metropoli- 
tan at Athens and others of the high- 
er clergy, relations must remain in 
suspense. The metropolitan, who con- 
ducted the anathema ceremony 
against Venizelos in December, will 
certainly resign. The government of 
the country is to remain only in trust- 
ed hands, 

About fifty arrests of officers of the 
army and@ navy took place today. Most 
of these arrests were largely of a pre- 
ventive character. The maJority will 
probably be released later, Half a 
dozen nfore serious arrests were made 
by the French command, including 
two officers concerned in a treacher- 
ous attack on the allied troops in 
Athens, December 1. 

The situation is becoming so stable 
that M, Jonnart is leaving Athens 
shortly, and Venizelos has ordered ull 
the general commanding officers from 
the Peloponnese to appear before him 
immediately at Athens, with the dou- 
ble object of ensuring the fidelity of 
the troops in the peninsula and set- 
tling the details of thelr transfer to 
the mainland. Most of the officers 
already have replied that they are 
coming at once, Venizelos has or- 
dered all the officers and men to 
take the oath of allegiance on Sun- 
day. By this act the hitherto divided 
army will be considered unified, 


VENICE BOMBED BY

Believed Two Hun Raiders Were

ROME, July 2.—Venice has again 
been attacked by Austrian airplanes,

“A group of enemy airplanes raid- 
ed Venice, Murano and Chioggia (the 
last two are towns near Venice) on 
Friday night. Bombs were thrown on 
houses. There were no victims, Anti-

Confirmation from Parts 

PARIS, July 2.—The situation

Three Case

Royalty Attends Service In West- 
minster Abbey—King, Queen, 
Queen-Mother.

LONDON, July 2.—(C.A.P,)—"O! 
Eternal Father: We draw nigh to Thee 
in this church, where our kings and 
queens are crowned, amidst memor!- 
als of Great Britain's most illustrious 
dead. We humbly comemorate before 
Thee the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Dominion of Canada and all Thy many 


mercies multiplied upon its people. 
We dedicate to Thy great glory the 
memory of our dear brothers depart- 
ed. Crown, we beseech Thee, with 
Thy loving merey, the offerings of 
their brave lives. Grant unto them 


Thy Eternal peace, and unto all that 
mourn the blessing of Thy comfort.” 

No words could more fitly describe 
the purport of today's great assembly 
in Westminster Abbey than those of 
the above prayer, recited by the dean 
in the course of the service, 

From the windows of the biulding 
overiooking the abbey's great weet 
door, the building where fifty years 
ugo confederation came into being, 
two hundred widows and mothers of 
Canadian soldiers who now lie buried 
in the field of honor beheld the ar- 
rival of the king and queen, The 
Canadian flag hung limp from the ab- 
bey's towers. In the space beneath 
the bayonets of the guard of honor, 
chosen from seyeral Canadian battal- 
jons, gleamed in the monring sun- 
shine,

Mr, Speaker, I was struck, as [T am 
Bure tho House was intenied to be 
struck, by the suggestion in the first 
Veentences of the Minister of Trade end 
Commerce (Sir George Foster), that 
the leader of the Opposition (Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier) did not know there was 
a war in progress. This Bill was 
brought before the House on ite second 
reading, by the Prime Minister of 
Canada, without reference to its pro- 
visions, to its scope, to its possibilities; 
a Bill that, if it means anything, 
means the taking of son from mother, 
of husband from wife, of father from 
children, from one end of this Domin- 
fon to the other—and it is not worthy 
a word of explanation by the Prime 
Minister of Canada on such an occas- 
jon. Does the Government of Canada 
know the meaning and effect of this 
measure that it is bringing before the 
House? Does it know that Canada is 


at war?

Who is Responsible?

ada is a participant in that 
crisis, and the first leutenant of 
the Prime Minister, in addressing the 
Parliament of Canada, through all his

If we are today 
faced with the necessity of this meas- 
ure terrible in its character and in its 
consequences, my hon. friend and his 
colleagues would do well to take a 
few minutes of the time of the House 
and of the country to explain why that 
measure is necessary—because under 
their administration voluntary enlist- 
ment has broken down, 

My right hon. friend (Sir George 
Foster) spoke in eloquent terms, in 
moving terms, of the responsibilities 
resting on the people of this country, 
responsibilities to the men who have 
gone to carry our name with honor at 
the battlefront. He said, we must sup- 
port them, must seo that the sacrifices 
they made were not in vain. Their 
sacrifice was to be recognized by others 
and atill others and still others of our 
citizens, so that the honor of Canada 

; would atill and always be maintained, 
not by conscription, but by voluntary 
pervice, a service that would do honor 
to Canada and to the Empire. I say it 

--is up to the members of the govern- 
met today to tell this country why it 
is now, at this stage, necessary to re- 
port to this measure of conscription.

Who Stopped Recruiting? 

There is some responsibility some- 
where in this country of Canada, and 
it rests upon the Government of Can- 
ada, in regard to the direction of our 
affairs. las there been honest en- 
deavor, has there been persistent and 
honest endeavor, to maintain the hon- 
or of Canada by voluntary enlistment 
during the three years that have pass- 
ed? 1 do not wish to delay the House 
seriously, but that {is a point that 
should be settled, and I am fortunate 
in being able to produce the reports of 
Hansard to show what direction the 
efforts of the Government took, Sir 
fam Wughes, speaking on January 30, 


1917, said:

works.” 

Speaking on February 1st, Sir Rob- 
ert Borden said: 

“The fact that we succeeded in the 
first three and a half months of the 
past year in recruiting a hundred 
thousand men or more is an indica- 
tion that the work was carried on 
with a good deal of vigor and with a 
great deal of success, The criticism 
has been made that* proper regard to 
selection was not made, I discussed 
that question with the ex-Minister of 
Militia and Defense more than a year 
ago—I think in the autumn of 1915 
for the first time. The course which 
my colleague took In that regard was 
that he did not think at that time 
that any more systematic method was 
necessary, and he said that it would 
be possible, through instructions giv- 
en to his recruiting officers, to pre- 
vent unwise selection, selection which 
might result in the closing up of in- 
dustries essential for the prosecution 
of the war, when recruits might have 
been obtained from other classes 
whose work and service were not so 
essential. I was informed by General 
Hughes that instructions had been 
given in various instances to adopt 
methods which would give some sys- 
tem to that purpose.” 

Mr. Oliver: About what time was 
that? 

Sir Robert Borden: 
in the autumn of 1915 or early 
1916. 

Sir Sam Hughes: Warly in 1916. 

Sir Robert Borden: Early in 1916, 
[ think, and afterwards it was thought 
better that the purpose could be car- 
ried out in connection with other ob- 
jects in a more comprehensive way by 
the proposals for National Service, and 
that is the explanation of the course 
which was taken.”

So that we have it on the authority 
of the ex-Minister of Militia that so 
early as the fall of 1916 or early in 
1916 a deliberate policy of retarding 
of recruiting was entered upon as be- 
tween the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Militia, At whose insti- 
gation? At the demand of the fath- 
ers, mothers, brothers, sisters or chil- 
dren of the men who were volunteer- 
ing to go to the front to carry the flag 
of Britain and uphold the honor of 
Canada’? No; at the instigation of the 
munition makers, the munition pro- 
fiteera who are fattening upon the 
blood of their country and who, 
through Jhe Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, de- 
ied to their employees the privilege 
of going to the front to fight the bat- 
des of the Empire and uphold the 
honor of Canada, 

On February 1, Sir Sam Hughes 
said, as reported on page 373 of Han- 
sard: 

“Take one special instance in which 
I was asked to take definite steps 
along this line was when the Prime 
Minister brought up the matter of the 
Sydney mines. The Prime Minister 
will remember that I rubbed the dele- 
gation up a little about their treat- 
ment of these fellows in days gone by. 
Aowever, I did ask some of the re- 
cruiting officers not to take specialists 
or men expert in certain lines if they 
could possibly get along without them, 
or, at any rate, not to bring much 
pressure to bear upon them.” 

7 I heard the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce say in this House that he 
himself refused to allow his private 
secretary to volunteer because he con. 
sidered that he would be of more ad- 
vantage to the country acting as his 
private secretary than he would be as 
a soldier in the trenches, 

As to the position taken by a mem- 
ber of the Government on the floor of 
this House—and the idea was carried 
through the whole of the Government 
service, as far as the Government 
could reach—that there was not as 
great necessity for the services of able- 
bodied men at the front as there was 
in other places, I ask that member of 
the Government why my son or anoth- 
er man's son shovld go and his private 
secretary remain? Our sons are just 
4s good to us as my hon, friend's pri- 
vate secretary was to him. 

Having reached the point where the 
munitions makers of Canada have the 
sanction of the Premier and of the 
Minister of Militia in preventing the 
recruiting of their employees or near- 
employees, it does not come with good 
grace from the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, eloquent though he may 
be, to declare on the floor of Parlia- 
ment that Canada {s not able to make 
good any promise she has made in the 
matter of voluntary enlistment, Let 
those who first made the promise and 
who later stood in the way of its 
fulfilment take the responsibility. 

The Question of Delay 

My hon, friend suggested that the 
leader of the Opposition by his pro- 
posal of a referendum was standing itn 
the way of efficient and timely prose- 
cution of the war on the part of Can- 
ada; I think that was the impression 
he desired to convey. The leader of 
the Opposition is the leader of the 
Opposition. It tg his business to bring 
to the attention of the country such 
direction of its affairs as appears to be 
best in his judgment. It is the busi- 
ness of the Government to direct those 
affairs, and if it is true, and It is true, 
that voluntary enlistment has shown 
“a decrease since the middle of last 
year, I ask my hon, friend what he 
and his colleagues have been doing 
between then and now to protect the 
interests of this country should there 
be a German tnvyasion? It was known 
in June of last year that there was no 
prospect under the conditions then 
prevailing of the pramise of the Prime 
Minister being fulfilled, that the rate 
of enlistment Was such that there was 
no likelihood of the complement of 
500,000 men being raised within any 
reasonable time. What was the 
course of the Government in these 
circumatances? There was plenty of 
time between then and now to 
have taken a referendum, plenty of 
time for the Germans to have invaded 
and over-run Canada, They appoint- 
ed my good friend from Calgary as 
Director of National Service, and sent 
postal cards presumably to everybody 
in the Dominion, That was their idea 
of how to deal with the question when 
the Hun was at the gates, They got 
some of those postal cards back, and 
the Director of National Service is stil!

Mr. Oliver; If the conditions are 


in any degree as my hon. friend de- 
clared them to be, what answer has 
this Government to make to the fact 
that for one whole year they knew of 
those conditions and did nothing to 
remedy them? They did worse than 
nothing. When the announcement of 
National Service was made the effect 
was necessarily to injure still further 
voluntary enlistment. When it was 
announced that the Government was 
going to take upon Itself the responsi- 
bility of deciding whether this or that 
man should go to the front and this 
or that man with a munitions factory 
—the responsibility of choosing be- 
tween the man who was to get $1.10 a 
day with the privilege of getting shot, 
and the man who would earn $5 a day 
in a munitions factory and live in 
comfort-—what young man, unless he 
was inspired by enthusiasm in more 
than the ordinary degree, would not 
naturally say, “The Government is 
taking the responsibility off my shoul- 
ders, It is no longer for me but for 
the Government to decide whether I 
shall go to the front or into a muni- 
tions factory.” I ask you, Sir, whe- 
ther that was a stimulus to recruiting? 
When that announcement had gone 
abroad and recruiting still further fell 
off, the Government did nothing more. 
They simply sent out their cards, got 
some of them back, talked one way 
in one end of the country and anoth- 
or way in the other end; but they did 
nothing. 
A Year'a Delay. 

The climax of It at! was the propos- 
al to enlist 60,000 men for home de- 
fense. Vifty thousand men to be tak- 
en out of productive industry at a 
time when it was believed that produc- 
tive industry required all the help 
that it could get; taken out of produc- 
tive industry, but not sent to the fir- 
ing line’ How many months did the 
Government spend on that project, 
and what was its result? Does the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce 
think that the Government is justi- 
fied before this country in spending 
the time between June of last year 
and June of this year in talking one 
thing and doing a different thing; in 
talking action, but pursuing Inaction? 
Is that his way of winning the war? 
And todsy, when there {Is placed be- 
fore this House a suggestion that the 
power of Parliament is exhausted, 
that we hold no authority from the 
people of Canada, and that when we 
are imposing upon the people of Can- 
ada a measure, which, however nec- 
essary, however patriotic it may be, 


is still a moat burdensome measure, 
we should ask the authority of the 
people to impose that measure; we 
are told that this suggestion is most 
unpatriotic because {it would mean 
delay. It is right for the Government 


to delay, to walk up and down, to go 
round and round, for twelve long 
months; but ft is absolutely unpatrio- 
tic for the leader of an Opposition to 
suggest that the people of Canada 
shall rule—because it might mean a 
delay of three months. 
The Nationalist Influence. 

Now let me touch on the references 
made by the hon. gentleman to the 
province of Quebec, The province of 
Quebec has not sent as many men to 
the front, in proportion to popula- 
tion, as other provinces have. That 
is to be regretted. My right hon. 
friend thinks that the blame for the 
inaction of the province of Quebec— 
assuming that there has been inac- 
tlon—rests upon whom? Upon the 
Government of the country? Oh, no; 
the blame reats upon the leader of the 
Opposition, the man from whom the 
majority of the people of Canada toon 
the responsibility of office in 1911, the 
man who has held no responsibility of 
office since that time, He, we are 
told, js the man to blame, if blame 
there is, for the state of affairs in the 
province of Quebec, while the Govern. 
ment has no responsibility in the mat- 


ter. In my humble judgment, a gov- 
ernment constituted as this Govern- 
ment is, whose members from the 
province of Quebec were elected as 
being opposed, not to  conscrip- 
tion merely, but to military or 
naval service on behalf of the 


Empire —a Government @ith these 


men in its councils, supported by 
their colleagues from Quebec, who 
ropresent within a fraction of 


half the people of that province and 
number within ten of half its repre- 
sentation in this House, must carry 
the responsibility for failure to recruit 
in the province of Quebec, and any 
lack of military enthusiasm in that 
Province must fairly rest upon the 
shoulders of this Government, whose 
members are opposed, not enly to 
conscription, but absolutely to mill- 
tary service, 
Sir Wilfrid's Suggestion 

The question before the House is 
serious; it is serious beyond measure. 
Surely, if there is danger of division 
in this country, as the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce sald there was; 
althourh he brushed it aside lightly, 
it was a small thing—if there is a 
pessibility that one of the provinces 
of this Dominion 1s likely to be oppos- 
ed to the policy which is about to be 
undertaken; and /f it Js the fact—and 
the right hon, gentleman sald it was 
the fact——that the leader of the Op- 
pesttion is responsibie for public op- 
inion In the province of Quebec, would 
it not be reasonable, would it not be 
common sense for the Prime Minis- 
tor and his colleagues to take the rec- 
ommendation of the leader of the Op- 
Pealtion? 

Some hon, members: Oh, oh 

Mr, Oliver: If the facts are aa the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce says 
they are—I do not say these are the 
facts; he says it-—that is a reason why 
the proposal of the leader of the Op- 
position should be accepted by this 
Government in the interest of the 
Wellbeing of the country, in the Inter- 
est of its unity and therefore of its 
strength, 

Voluntary Enlistment Still Active. 


In speaking on this question I havegcription, but not such @ measure of 
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dealt 4ith it from the standpoint of 
voluntary enlistment, of the fallure of 
voluntary enlistment in this country, 
and of the necenaity, 1? necessity there 
is, for the introfuction of this con- 
scription measure. I chink it only 
right to place before the House cer- 
tain facts in regard to the measure of 
voluntary enlistment that is going on 
in Canada today, voluntary enlistment 
that Is going on not because of the ef- 
forts of our Government but in spite 
of the efforts of our Government. I 
have here the latest issue of the sheet 
called The Canadian Patriotic Fund, 
and I find a statement showing that 
the total enlistments in Canada for 
the Canadian Expeditionary Force for 
the month of January, 1917, were 7,- 
721; for February, 7,644; for March, 
6,648; for April, 6,420, a total of 27,- 
433, or for one year, if continued at 
the came rate, 72,299. I note that a 
dispatch from Kingston says that “466 
reerults signed up in the Third Mili- 
tary District during the last two 
weeks,” I say, in spite of this Govern. 
ment, and not because of it. 

I desire to draw the attention of 
the House to an item which appeared 
in the Ottawa Citizen of a day or two 
ago to the effect that the enlintmagnts 
in the city of Ottawa had fallen to a 
certain Agure and the reason wae be- 
cause the enlistment office for the 
artillery service had been closed up. 
They had refused, during two weeks 
of the period to accept any recruits 
for the artillery service. It appears 
to me that when we have the evidence 
of the number of recruits during the 
preceding period, and when we have 
the evidence that this Government re- 
fused to accept recruite for gny 
branch of the service here in thie 
capital city of Ottawa, the Govern- 
ment has no right to say that volun- 
tary enlistment ig a failure in Canada 
or that people of: Canada are lacking 
in their enthusiasm in support of this 
war, 

Sir Edward Kemp: Did my hon, 
friend say that we had refused to 
accept artillery recruits? 

Mr, Oliver: Yes. 

Sir Edward Komp: That is so, but 
{t was at the instance of the British 
Government who say that they have 
more artillery recruits in England 
than they need at present. 

Mr. Oliver: I notice that the Brit- 
ish Government comes in conveniently 
when my hon. friends desire tc escape 
from a difficult situation, buc it 
pears to me that !f the caavalties at 
the front are as they are reported to 
be, and there i# no doubt they are, this 
Government would not be placing the 
British Government at any disadvant- 
age if they accepted all the artillery 
recruits that offered and gave them 
the training that is fecessary for effic- 
fency in the artillery service. I am 
still compelled to believe that the clos- 
ing up of the recruiting office at Otta- 
wa, and the refusal of artillery re- 
cruits, was rather in the line of em- 
phasizing the neceasity of this Military 
Servico Bill than of satisfying the de- 
mands of the British Government. 
The Inspiration of Voluntary Service 

No one is more disappointed than I 
am that the Government should have 
felt it necesary at this stage of the 
proceedings to say to the country that 
their policy of voluntary enlistment 
had broken down. There ts, after all, 
something of inspiration in the idea of 
a man who volunteers, of men who, 
of their own good-will have left house 
and home, farm and land, wife, chil- 
dren and friends and have taken upon 
themselves, for their own credit and 
for the honor of their country, the 
responsibility and sacrifice of the war. 
There is something inspiring in that, 
something to be proud of and Can- 
ada has reason to be proud that so 
many of her citizens have taken that 
position and have done her that meas- 
ure of honor. It fs a matter of the 
deepest regret to me as one citizen of 
this country, and aa @ member of this 
Parliament, that we are not going for- 
ward in the same line and to the same 
result. 

Compulsion Must Be Equal 

While I say that, I also take the 
position, which I have taken in this 
House in times past—and I think I 
was the only member in the House to 
take it—-that universal compulsory 
service was the only logical service 
under such conditions ag prevail in 
the world at the present time. I be- 
Neve that universal military service 
is the logical and efficient method of 
bringing to bear the full strength of 
our gountry under present cjrcum- 
Stances and conditions. Given a 
proper measure of universal military 
service, and there is equality in the 
distrindtion of the burden, an equality 
that does Avot exist in, the case of vol- 
untary service. While voluntary ser- 


vice has tremendous advantages in 
many ways, it has the disadvantage 
that the willing horse carries the 


whole load, It is only fair that every 
horse should carry his share of the 
load It ts only on the principle of 
equality of service—of absolute equal- 
ity of service—that the compulsory 
principle will be recognized or ac- 
cepted, It is the only principle that 
is fair, If ‘there ig not equality of 
service under the compulsory prin- 
ciple, then, {[nstead of it being a demo- 
cratic method of meeting a great em- 
ergency, it becomes an instrument of 
tyranny and unfairness in every par- 
ticular. 
Selective Conscription is Not 
Democratic Conscription. 

The hon. Minister of Trade and 
Commerce (Sir George Foster) used 
the words “selective conscription,” and 
the Prime Minister explained that he 
was not able to adopt the Militia Act 
now on the statute book because it did 
not contain the selective principle and 
the selective principle must be pro- 
vided for by special legislation. In 
the adoption of this selective principle 
there Is vast foo for a@ngiidig Dut 
fairness in the administration of the 
Compulsory Service Bill. In that pro- 
vision for selective conscription, it ap- 
pears to me, there resta the greatest 
reason for objecting to the measure as 
it appears before the House. I have 
said in this House before, and I say 
again, that the great necessity to win 
this war is able-bodied men on the 
firing line, and any provision or meas- 
ure before the House that takes the 
view that equal service can be render- 
ed by an able-bodied man in any other 
capacity, takes a view that I for one 
cannot agree with, When I aee a 
measure brought before the House as 
this measure is and advocated as this 
is, Tam compelled to aay that I do not 
look upon it aga guch a conacription 
measure as I would be willing to sup- 
port, 

To deal with a certain section of the 
Bill; It is provided, as the Prime Min- 
ister has told ua, that there shall be a 
Board of selection, a Board of appeal, 
which amounts to a Board of selec- 
tion, and this Board of appeal shal) 
be absolutely independent—that te to 
say it will be absolutely irresponsible, 
absolutely irresponsible. In other 
words, that Board will express the 
sentiment of the men who compose it, 
who again will express the sentiment 
of the people amongst whom they 
live. And it is provided that this 
Board shall grant a certificate of ex- 
emption on the ground: 

That it is expedient in the national 
interest that the man should, Instead 
of being employed in military service, 
be engaged in other work in which he 
ia habitually engaged. 

That is to say, this {frreaponsible 
Board has all the authority of this 
Parliament to say: this man shall go 
and that man shall e@tay. There is 
nelther let nor hindrance, there ta 
neither direction nor suggestion, and 
this Parliament is asked to support 
that measure and call it a measure of 
conscription It is a measure of con-

How Bill Will Operate. 

In the part of the country where 1 
live, where we have sent more men 
to the war in proportion to popula- 
tion than have been sent from any 
other part of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, where the men on homesteads, on 
the side lines, on the back streets, 
have gone in their thousands, and 
every day brings its toll of casualties, 
carrying death and wounds into every 
side line and into almost every house 
and cottage—we know something of 
war in that part of the country, and 
when you talk of conscription we want 
to know what it means. We have been 
led to believe that a conscription mea- 
sure would be fair to the country, 
and as we have done our duty, in a 
nfeasure, so it would compel the peo- 
ple in other parts of the country to 
do their duty. 

Some hon. members: Hear, hear. 

Mr. Oliver: Now, that is the kind 
of conscription measure I want to see, 
but that is not the kind of conscrip- 
tlan measure my hon. friend has 
brought down, because when a board 
is appointed in the city of Edmonton, 
where the people have gone to the 
war and where the sentiment is in 
favor of maintaining our position in 
the firing Iine, and a man is called 
up and he appeals, the board will na~ 
turally say: Well, your neighbors have 
gone and you muat go. That is what 
we would expect of a conscription 
measure in that part of the country. 
That is to say, in our part of the coun- 
try those who have not gone would be 
compelled to go. But shift that po- 
sition down into the good province of 
Ontario, in some of its localities, or 
into the neighboring province of Que- 
bec, or possibly into the Maritime 
Provinces; you will find localities in 
all of those provinces where the peo- 
ple have not very enthusiastically vol- 
unteered for active service overseas, 
where the sentiment of the people is 
not favorable to such military service, 
and you have your tribunal there, just 
as you have it in Alberta, and a young 
man appeals from the call and goes 
before this board, and if the board did 
not exercise its authority, under this 
provision to excuse him, they would 
be chased out of the country. ‘die re- 
sult will be that, we at Edmonton, 
who have sent of our best, and who 
have sent so many of them, will have 
to send still more, and those who have 
sent none will send none, under this 
provision as it stands. 

A Trick Bill, 

This provision bears the closest pos- 
sible relationship, in sentiment and 
idea, to those Nationa! Service cards, 
which were drawn up for the express 
purpose, and worded so that the man 
who believed in conscription was told 
“This ia the beginning of conscrip- 
tion” and the man who did not believe 
in conscription was told that it cer- 
tainly did not mean conscription, and 
we have the evidence of the hon, mem- 
ber for Dorchester (Mr. Sevigny) on 
that point. We have a Bill that, to 
the people of Alberta, means conscrip- 
tion, but to the people of other parts 
of the country means just as much 
conscription as they want, and just 
the way they want it. That is not the 
kind of measure I would call a con- 
scription Bill, and is not the kind of 
provision that I think is required to 
meet the Hun at the gate. It is not 
the way to do honor to this country 
and credit to the Government which 
brought it forward, 

Conacription in England, 
- It*may be that this Bill has some 
resemblance to some Bill in England, 
or some measure passed in the Unit- 
ed States, I can only say that we are 
legislating for Canada according to 
the conditions of Canada, and legisia- 
tion that may be absolutely adapted 
to the conditions in England is not 
neceasarily adapted to the conditions 
in Canada. Legislation which is ad- 
apted to the United States may not be 
adapted to our country, In case this 
legislation should be modelled on the 
English Bill, let me give the House 
some information as to how the Eng- 
lish Bill is administered, and ask their 
opinion as to how they would be pleas- 
ed to have similar administration in 
Canada. 1 read in the Toronto Sat- 
urday Night of June 16th, an article

I submit, Mr. Speaker, if that is the 
way they like to have it in England, 
it is not the way we like to have it 
hore, and if this measure is modelled 
on the terms of the British measure, 
and if these are the results of the 
British measure, I say this is not a 
conscription Bill, according to my 
judgment, and is not entitled to my 
support. 

Compulsion Involves Increased 
Public Responsibility. 

There is this further feature of the 
voluntary system: that if a man vol- 
unteers, he does so for reasons of his 
own, He takes his chance. He ac- 
cepts what he gets in the way of treat. 
ment, or casualties, or whatever it 
may be, and we who stand here, legis- 
lating for Canada in some measure, 
can carry the responsibility lightly. 
But if we, by legislation, reach out our 
hand, take that man forcibly from his 
business and his family, bring him 
under military control, and send him 
into the firing line, it is for us to see 
that in every step taken every safe- 
guard {6 afforded, and every justice 
meted out to him. In looking back 
over the part taken by Canada in this 
war since August, 1914, I regret to say 
that I cannot gee in the administration 
of our affairs, that spirit of fair play 
and of consideration for what is right 
and just that I would require to see 
In a government !n whose hands I 
would entrust a mensure of conscrip- 
tion of men. 

Politics in War. 

I will not delay the House on_ the 
point, but T have here a clipping from 
the Montreal Star, a special cable 
from London, England, May 29th, by 
their correspondent, F. A. Mackenzie. 
Mr. Mackenzie has been at the front, 
and he states as follows: 

“My visit to the base more than ever 
convinced me that we are suffering 
both at the London and French bases 
from oveg-systematization, which 
maintains thousands of unnecessary 
clerks, docking, indexing, the precise 
writing systems. The fault is not with 
the officers who are administering. I 
strongly urge the Dominion Govern- 
ment to have the system rigorously 
simplified in order to prevent the pre- 
sent staffs being overwhelmed by red 
tape and routine. 

“The dissolution of certain old batta- 
lions doing excellent service has been 
necessary. 

“The divisional staffs asked me to try 
and remove the impression prevailing 
in some parts of Canada that the bat- 
talions were broken up because ineffi- 
cient and unsatisfactory. Among them 
are several considered among the pick 
of the army. The necessity which 
compels the disintegrating of the vet- 
eran battalions with brilliant records 
and splendid esprit ts considered de- 
plorable. One dissolved battalion 
held a funeral service and the men er. 
ected a tombstone ‘To commemorate 
the last resting place of the 48th Bat- 
talion, raised by patriotism February, 
1915, destroyed by politics May, 1917." 

Further on he concludes: 

“The armies are heartily sick of poll- 
ties, believing the politicians a curse 
to the service in their intrigues, forc- 
ing a number of unsuitable men into 
posts.” 

Mr. Oliver: Such a record does not 
seem to mo to warrant us in placing 
in the hands of this Government the 
power of life and death, of honor or 
dishonor, over our people by the tens 
of thousands. This Government that 
comes to us with this conscription 
measure, and assumes to itself that, 
because it proposes conscription, 
therefore it wants to win the war, 
when it is because of its course, of 
its action and of its inaction in carry- 
ing forward Canada’s effort to win the 
war, conscription has to be resorted 


to. 
Appeal to the People For Authority. 

In this as in every other case I am 
in favor of prompt and effective ac- 
tion. If a Government holding a 
mandate from the people believed in 
its wisdom that it was necessary to 
introduce a measure of conscription, 
it would be its duty to introduce such 
a measure, and to enforce it, if it could 
enforce it. But that is not the posi- 
tion; this Parliament holds no _ au- 
thority from the people, It was elect- 
ed in Septemper, 1911, for a period of 
five years; today it sits here, self-el- 
ected, but confirmed in position by 
the authority of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. It is competent for the Govern. 
ment to dissolve Parliament and ap- 
peal to the country, but in the Gover- 
nor General's address at the opening 
of the House it was announced that 
such was not the intention of the Gov- 
ernment; that a further extension of 
the life of Parliament was to be ar- 
ranged. On the Order Paper today is 
a notice that the Government pur- 
poses introducing a resolution for the 
extension of the life of Parliament. 
We of the Opposition cannot com- 
mand the Government, We know 
that we hold no mandate from the 
people; that our authority, so far as 
the people are concerned, was ex- 
hausted in October last. We see that 
the Government proposes still further 
to extend the life of Parliament; that 
it does not intend to go to the people 
for authority. Under those circum- 
stances, the only way in which the au- 
thority of the people can be secured 
is by the adoption of the amendment

Mr. Oliver: I certainly would en- 
‘trust to the leader of the Opposition, 
if he were leader of the Government, 
the authority to enforce conscription, 
believing that he would enforce it if 
it were the law of the country and if 
the people had declared for it. But 
the leader of the Opposition and 
others on this side of the House are 
not prepared to take the responsibility 
of supporting a conscription measure 
when, having usurped the authority of 
the people. we sit here by our own 
authority, not by the authority of the 
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That is the position that we 
want thoroughly defined. If the Lib- 
@ral party stands for anything it 
stands for the rule of the majority of 
the people. We believe in responsible j 
government, but when a Government 
that is absolutely not responsible to 
the people, and which holds office 
without regard to the people, brings 
forward a measure which lays a bur- 
den upon all the people, then all the 
people have a right to be heard with 
regard to that measure before ft Is put 
in force. That is what we say, and 
that is all we say. ‘ 

The leader of the Opposition has 
said that if a majority of the people 
are for conscription he will do his 
part in seeing that the law ts carried 
out, I noticed how lightly the Minis- 
ter of Trade and Commerce consider- 
ed the authority of the people; it 
atruck me that that certainly was good 
Tory doctrine. The fact that this 
Parliament did not hold authority 
from the people was a matter of the 
smallest possible consideration, We 
were Parliament, and because we were 
Parliament we should exercise our 
authority according to our judgment. 
If the military enthusiasm of our 
people declined, and if, because of the 
mismanagement of the Prime Minister 
in his leadership, our men at the front 
were not being supported, then we 
must make the people go—because wo 
were Parliament. 

Mr. Burrell: My hon. friend said 
just now that this Parliament had 
usurped the authority of the people. 
Does my hon. friend not believe that 
when the members of Parliament 
unanimously extended the life of Par- 
liament for one year in order to avoid 
bitter contest during the war the 
people in vast majority cordially ap- 
proved that action? 

Mr, Oliver: I do not know whether 
they did or not. We were careful 
not to take any chances on thelr doing 
it; we simply elected ourselves, I am 
not arguing that there was not at thar 
time good and sufficient reason for the 
action that we took. I am arguing 
that because we took that action at 
that time is not a reason why we 
should take the same action again. 
Having taken the law into our own 
hands; having set ourselves up in a 
position independent of the people, we 
should, before forcing this measure 
upon them, submit it to their judg- 
ment and obtain their opinion upon it. 

Constitution of Commons 


The leader of the Opposition drew 
attention in some measure to the con- 
dition of the Houge itself, aside from 
the fact that its term had expired and 
that the authority of the people, so far 
@s we were concerned, had been ex- 
hausted. Taking the House as of 221 
members, 9 seats are vacant by death, 
11 by resignation, and 6 by reason of 
the members being unavoidably ab- 
sent, There are two double soats: 
that is, two members each sit for two 
seats. 

There are under military orders and 
pay 26 members of this House, These 
men under the military law are sub- 
ject to service and entitled to pay 
therefor.

There are in this House, if 1 am 
correct in my count, 20 seats which f) 
are represented by men who were 
elected absolutely on the principle of 
opposition to Imperial Military Ser- 
vice. It is this House, with this come! 
position, that is to enforce conscrip- 
tion, Is it any wonder that the Con- 
scription Bill is of the character thet 
itis? We have had an adminisfration 
of our military affairs since the war 
began that has not been to the credit 
of Canada, and I am one of those who 
believe that the influence of those men 
in the Cabinet and outside who were 
absolutely opposed to Canada’s par- 
ticipation in Great Britajn’s wars is 
one of the great reasons why we have 
not had a more effective administra- 
tion of our affaire in this war. 

The Premio Minister's Threat

Since the Edmonton regiments left 
for overseas, military displays have 
not been quite so frequent in the city 
as they were at one time, the reason 
being that the local units, with their 
depleted ranks, could make but little 
in the way of a show, However, the 
military parade on Monday morning, 
which formed a part of the Confedera- 
tion jubilee celebration in the city, 
made quite a spectacie, and the total 
muster was quite an Imposing one. 

The fall-in was at the Rice street 
market square, and afterwards a move 
was made by way of Namayo avenue 
to Jasper avenue, thence proceeding 
west to 103rd street, where Lieut.- 
Col. E. G. May, of Calgary, received 
the salute. Returning, the units were 
marched off and separately dismissed 

Without exception the greatest in- 
tereet of the crowds which witnessed 
the parade was centred in the returned 
men. Close on sixty men, under the 
command of Captain Pinder, marched 
over from the Strathcona military hos- 
pital and convalescent home, while ten 
motor care carried others so that they 
were enabled to take part in the pro- 
ceedings. The sight of these men, 
and the knowledge that more like 
them are returning weekly, brings 
home to the beholder how the war is 
ravaging among the nation’s manhood 

But there was nothing gloomy about 
the aspect of the boys, and astonish- 
ingly cheerful they were, considering 
what some of them have been through 
and they stepped out bravely to the 
music of the bagpipes, for they 
brought thelr own piper along wtih 
them. 

There was no muster of discharged 
men or from the Great War Veterans’ 
association, although such a contin- 
gent was supposed to take part. That 
they did not do so it seems was on 
account fo an unfortunate misunder- 
standing. The returned men Iintend- 
ed to parade with the impression that 
they were to occupy the place of honor 
and lead the troops. Discovering that 
they had been relegated to a position 
behind the mounted militia, they de- 
clined to take part. Apart from any 
matter of pride of place, the men 
claim that, in any case, soldiers back 
from the front, should not be asked 
to march behind the dust of mounted 
men. 

The parade ied off with mounted 
members of the city police force, then 
Lieut.-Col. G, G. May, and the other 
members of the headquarter staff from 
Calgary, these including Major G 
Hogben, Paymaster and Captain H. 
Hilchie, Major ©. M. Biggar, and the 
orderly officer, Lieut, H. W. Stewart 

Next came a squad of 26 men of the 
R. N. W. M. P., under Inspector Jen- 
nings. These men as is their wont, 
presenting @ very @#amart appearance, 
every man spick and span and their 
horses with coats shining like satin 
and stepping out as one, so admirably 
did they keep line 

Following was Lieut.-Col. Primrose 
and the mounted section, some 70 odd 
men in all, of the reserve’ militia.

American Naval Victory nt “Bantlago, 

Two battered masses of rusty tron 
rising out of the sea off the Cuban 
coast near the village of Juan Gon- 
zales are memorials of the victory of 
the American fleet under command of 
Admiral Sampson over the Spanish 
squadron commanded by Admiral 
Cervera on July 3, 1898 The anni- 
versary of this victory will be particu- 
larly keen in the minds of the Ameri- 
can naval men this year, for once 
more the fleet is ready for action and 
prepared to defeat the foe. The bat- 
tered masses off the Cuban coast ate 
the remains of Admiral Cervera's 
flagship Viseaya and the cruiser Al- 
mirante Oquendo. After crossing the 
‘an oon their disastrous voy: the 
Spanish warships, consisting of four 
fine cruisers und several torpedo 
boats, sought refuge in the harbor of 
Santiago, The imminent capture of 
that city by the American forces un 
der General Shafter compelled Ad- 
miral Cervera to make a desperate 
dash to escape with his ships, an at- 
tempt which wes defeated by the skill 
of the gunners of the American ships. 
The Viscaya and the Almirante 
Oquendo sank after being shattered by 
shells and otherwise damaged by 
flames. The project of raising them 
has been brought up several times. It 
was found, however, that the condi- 
tion of the vessels was such that 
salvaging them would be useless, as 
they are today just so much junk. So 
for nineteen years the seas have beer 
allowed to batter them, The only re- 
minder of war that the broken hulks 
still bear is a turret, its guns sticking

“My health having suffered by lone 
and close confinement and = my op- 
pressors being resolyed to deprive me 
of property or life, L submit to rob- 
bery to protect myself from murder, 
in the hope that I shal) live to bring 
the delinquents to justice,” This docu- 
ment was signed, “Cochrane, Grated 
Chamber, King's Bench Prison, July 
3, 1815." 

Rear Admiral Lord Cochrane, M.P 
was imprisoned on a false charge of 
swindling in connection with the Ber 
enger frauds After being in jail a 
year, Lord Cochrane, at the request 
of his friends, paid his fine with the 
above mentioned bank note, which 
had been subseribed for by the public 
in two cent aubsctiptions
